According to these men. who 
have 
general charge of the sales of the two 
factories, there i- a decided improve­ 
ment in business conditions generally 
due in the very near future. 
The ap­

within a short time, a perceptible

I crease in business for the Gettysburg 
factories is assured. In this prediction

Adams 
County, John F. Carraway, a 
special 
agent of the Bureau of 
the 
Census, 
has established his headquarters here 
and expects to consume 
about three 
weeks visiting the 
industrial 
plants 
of this section. 
Mr. Carraway is one 
of 
a 
large 
number of special agents appointed to 
carry out the work for which an 
ap­ 
propriation of $550,000 was 
recently 
made. 
Every plant in Adams County 
which manufactures $500 
worth 
of 
goods in one year will he visited and 
a large amount of data gathered from 
the management. The census 
report 
will not deal with the disposition 
of 
the manufactured goods hut 
simply 
aims to ascertain the aggregate out­ 
put. 
Mr. Carraway, 
in 
discussing 
the 
work here, expressed the opinion that 
residents of the town and county gen­ 
erally would he very much surprised 
to learn the large number 
of 
indus­ 
tries here which are covered 
by 
the 
report. While Gettysburg boasts 
of 
but few large plants, he 
>aid, 
there 
are many smaller ones and many 
of 
the county villages have some estab­ 
lishment that turns out work amount­ 
ing to more than $500 each year.

The Russians, who have already 
forced the Dukla Pass, are slowly mak­ 
ing their way down

gary, aud, according to British critics 
must soon compel the Austrians and 
Germans

passes to fail back or be threatened 
with interference with their commu­ 
nications. 


Germans Abandon Attack on Ossowiez 
Petrograd, April 2.—The 
German 
bombardment of the Russian positions 
at Oasowiez, in Russian Poland, has 
been definitely abandoned, according 
to semiofficial dispatches published 
bare. 
For some day* the German art!! 
lery fire on Oaaowlez has weakened 
and on March 30 it was discontinued 
The cessation of these operations Ii 
regarded in Petrograd as an indica­ 
tion of tile end of the German offen­ 
sive movement in the north. 
The fortifications of Ossowiez arf 
reported to have suffered little from 
the protracted bora ba nim en t. 
The Russian column, moving along 
Into Hungary along the Ondava river, 
captured 
two full regiments <6000 
men! and a tick! batten* (six guns). 
Austrian cavalry in moderate Dilia 
liers crossed from 
Oenrowitx inte 
Hessarabia. the Russian province that 
forroerlv belonged to Rumania. In the 
direction of Khotin. They moved from 
the point where Austria. Russia and 
Rumania meet, a region where the 
Russians did not consider it expedient 
to place any force, but the raid H now 
being countered. Apart from the ob 
vious political purpose of impre-iinn 
Rumania, it is possible the Austrian 
thought it might influence the iqov» 
ment of the Russian troops. 
An official statement says: 
“During the period from the 2‘>th 
to the 29th of March, the Russians in 
th# Carpathians, in a section occupied 
by three army corps (120,000 men*, 
took as prisoners 202 officers, eight 
surgeons and 16,207 of Ute rank and 
flit, and captured sixty-two machine
